magnificent scenery of the Cana- 
ian Rockles and Selkirks, which are 


now easily reached by the Canadian 
Pacific railway, {is becoming _ better 
known each year to tourists. Those 
best qualified to Judge aro unantmous 
in hte opinion that, all things con- 
tldered, this new Alpine region 1s 
greater and more beautiful than that 
of the old world, 

In the Canadian Rockies the travel- 
ler finds glaciers threading their way 
down from almost every high peak. 
Here the mountain chains are narrower 
than further south, aggregating a total 
width of less than 500 miles. Where 
the railway traverses them, there are 
four principal parallel ranges, the 
coast range, the Selkirks and the 
Pockles, The last two aro the highest 
and inost rugged, and it {s among thetr 
heights that the snow fields and gla- 
clers are seen to greatest advantage, 

When subfected to pressure ice yields 
will change its form readily, but 
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under conditions of tension it is brittle 


and will crack and splinter. This pro- 
perty is one of the causes of the great 
cracks or crevasses which appear in 
nearly all glaciers. Owing to an un- 
even bed, change in course, or even 
the more rapid central flow, great 
crevasses will form, At times these 
may be hundreds of feet in length and 
50 or 60 feet across, 


Victoria Glacier ts prominently visible, 
It rises on the great white summit of 
Mount Victoria, and following down 
the upper portions of the peak finally 
avalanches over the rock cliffs to the 
lower glacier, Paradise valley, lying 
the east of that in which Lake 
Touise is situated, has at its head the 
Morseshoe glacier. No visitor to Lake 
Louise, who can spare a day or longer, 
will fail to visit Moraine lake, and the 
valley of the ten peaks, the next 
valley further east than Paradise val- 
ley, This great glacier extending down 
alinost to Moraine lake, has been 
steadily advancing, and it is moat in- 
teresting to observe how the heavy for- 
est Is being destroyed by its resistless 
force, 

The glacier on the side of Mount 
Stephen, high above the ra!)road as the 
train descends the Kicking Horse pass 
to Field, ts a source of much interest 
to and comment by tourists. At places 
it appears to overhang the track and 
ut times great pleces of ice, which 
break off from it, roll down the moun- 
tain side. The principal glacters that 
are visited from Field are thoso of the 
Yoho valley. The Yoho glacier at the 
head of this valley is the source of the 
Yoho river.
